How can you tell if home- 
canned foods are safe to eat? 


If the seal of the lid has 
been broken, and if the food 
foams or has an off-odor, de- 
stroy it. It’s a good idea to 
bring home-canned vege- 
tables to a rolling boi}, then 
cover and boil for at least 
10 minutes, Canned spinach, 
corn and home-canned meat 
or poultry should be boiled 
20 minutes in a covered pan 
before tasting. 


Most food authorities recom- 
mend using pressure cookers 
fer}: I've hod 
considerable success with the 
hoiling water hath, over 
many years. Who's right? 

Fruits, tomatoes and 
pickled vegetables can be 
processed safely in a boiling 
water bath because they con- 
tain acid which inhibits the 
growth of bacteria, The bac- 
terial spores of Clostridium 
botulinum, however, will not 
be killed at temperatures 
produced in a boiling water 
bath or in an oven, a steamer 
Without pressure or an open 
kettle. That's why non-acid 
foods such as corn, green 
beans, peas, meat and poultry 
must he processed under 
pressare.

Does freezing sterilize food? 

Freezing does not kill bae- 
teria in food. It only stops 
their multiplication. After 
thawing the bacteria will re- 
sume multiplying. That’s why 
it’s important to freeze only 
high quality food with a 
minimum of bacteria. After 
thawing. foods should be 
cooked promptly. 


Whit fonds are mast sus- 
ceptible to bacteria growth? 


Non-acid vegetables and 
mixtures that contain sauces 
and gravies, such as cooked 
meats and poultry favor the 
growth of bacteria causing 
disease. When preparing such 
foods fer the food freezer, 
it's a good idea to prepare 
the foods quickly and handle 

s jittle as possible as bac- 


teria are spread by handling.

District Attorney Plan Has Merit 


Why dues Michigan elect its prosecuting attorneys on 
a county-wide basis? 

For no logical reason, in light of taday's legal needs 
throughout the state, in the view of Frank J, Kelley, 
Michigan attorney general, 

So Kelley has suggested an alternative: Replace 
the present prasecutor system == where a prosecuting 
attorney is elected in each of Michigan's 83 counties -~ 
with a new statewide district attorney plan, 

This, said Kelley, would ‘make better use of legal 
tient in Michigan's war against crime,’' 

The Kelley idea would require a constitutional 
amendinent, because the office of county prosecuting 
attorney, like most county elective offices, is provided 
in the state constitution, 

Under the Kelley plan, the state would be divided 
into districts, and each district would elect its own 
district attorney, 

“The purpose of this amendment primarily would 
be to meet the problem of small counties which are unable 
ta sustain full-time prosecutors,’’ Kelley explained, 

These smaller counties would be combined into 
a district which could maintain a fullti:ne legal eagle. 
The salaries, set by the state, would be equal to thase 
of circuit judges, who receive a minimum of $24,000 


local participation usual, 

Few counties in Michigan now pay their prosecutors 
anything approaching those figures, and few even have. 
Most elected prosecutors now: 
Supplement their prosecutor income with private law 
Practive -- or more usually, supplement their private 
income with the prosecutor's pay. Kelley wants todo 
away with the supplements, either way, to ‘avoid the 


distractions from public duties that outside pursuits 


entail.’ 

He’s got a point. In addition, many smaller counties 
face the serious problem of finding a lawyer -- and lawyer 
-- to'take on the sometines onerous task of being the 
Prosecuting attorney, 

A couple of counties just before the last electian 
had to entice young attorneys from the big cities to 
move into new areas, witn the promise they would be= 
cane prosecutar, for whatever it was worth, 


In some counties, the task is handed around from 
lawyer to lawyer, with the younger lawyers all having 
to serve their two terms of four years in public office, 
much like being a PTA president, 

All in all, the way the prosecutor’s office is filled 
in too inany counties is shortchanging the public. The 
prosecutor holds a mighty sensitive and mighty. im- 
portant office, and it should attract the cream of the 
crop of eligible attorneys, Unfortunately, it doesn't 
In mast cases, 

“The adoption of this program of reform would 
provide better service to the public, and I feel, would 
ultimately save the taxpayers large sums of money,”’ 
Kelley said, in unveiling the idea a couple of weeks ago. 

“It would mean that the office of district.attorney 
would be attractive to experienced and qualiffed attor~ 
heys, rather than serving us a training grougd for the 
youngest attorney in the area,” a 

Kelley's district attorney plan deserves dlose atten- 
tion, Om the surface, it appears to us to make a lot of 
seuse, I could give the office of district attorney the 
status that the circuit judge’s job now holds; in many 
ways, the prosecutor’s position is as important as the 
judge’s, and it should not be filled nor handled in a back~ 
ofethoshand manner,

Can one child make a dif- 
ference to population growth ? 
Yes, indeed, says the National 
Commission on Population’ 

rrowth and the American 
Future. 

In an interim report, it 
states that if families today 
average three children, by 
the vear 2000 elementary 
school enrollment will be 50 
per cent greater than if they 
only averaged two children, 
And it will require more than 
one tnillion extra teachers to 
educate them. 

However, if families aver- 
age one child, then in 10 years 
there will only be 43 per cent 
of the population now under 
10 vears of age. Such a small 
generation could have dis. 
ruptive effects on the school 
system and eventually on the 
labor force as well. 

The Commission, composed 
of Congressmen, university 
professors, civic and business 
leaders and medical men, was 
appointed by President Nixon 
to make a two-year study of 
the relationship between pop- 
ulation growth and the qual- 
ity of American life. 

While not painting a crisis 
picture for the United States, 
the Commission's report does 
stress the importance of pop- 
ulation growth. 

Every day, our population 
increases about 6,000, which 
means more than two million 
persons a year. With the pop- 
ulation now about 200 mil- 
lion, by the year 2008 we can 
reach 300 million at the pres- 
ent rate of growth. 

The interim report points 
out that ‘to consider popula- 
tion growth as the root of our 
nation’s social and environ- 
mental ills is clearly sim- 
plistic.” The rise in per capita 
consumption and technologi- 
cal mismanagement seem to 
have contributed more to 
environmental pollution than 
the rise of the total popula- 
tion. However the report adds 
“we must recognize that pop- 
ulation growth is an intensi- 
fier or multiplier of many 
problems impairing the qual- 
ity of life.”
